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Editorial 

There are times during the course of a week, when 
we’re trying to get the newspaper together, write an 
editorial, dig out some facts for a news story, talking 
with the many people who come into our office and 
telephone us that we feel as though we’ve followed the 
White Rabbit down the hole in the ground and ended up 
in Wonderland. Especially when there is a subject that 
we believe to be newsworthy — though controversial — 
and we want somebody in town to give us their opinion, 
do we feel that we are in a land where the Mad Hatter 
is absolutely certain he is sane, where a game is played • 
with a strange deck of cards, where someone is forever 
shouting “off with her head,” and we begin to wish, 
feverishly, we could locate that blasted rabbit hole and 
climb the hell out. 

Then, we’re fortunate enough to have a few minutes 
to sit and talk with a wise and sensible friend, who 
advises us to simply, write another editorial. 

With our equilibrium restored and our sense of 
humor shored up, we decide that perhaps there is an 
editorial in following the rabbit underground. 

We start thinking of two other funnv little characters 
in Wonderland — Tweedledee and Tweedledum.. 
Remember, the two who danced to their own tunes? 

Perhaps it’s an all right thing to dance to your own 
tunes but the time comes when the piper must still be 
paid. 

And that brings us to the subject of our editorial this 
week. The editor of the Agawam Advertiser — 
Tweedledee, seems to have become weary of his 
dancing style or else his dancing partner, 
Tweedledum, the town treasurer, thought they should 
sit this one out. 

We had a homeowner in Feeding Hills come into our 
office a week or so ago and tell us a funnier story than 
the one about wonderland. 

The town resident tells us that he talked with 
Tweedledee and asked him why he didn’t report, in his 
monthly publication, about the housing development 
John Beltrandi is proposing in Feeding Hills. 

The resident wasn’t angry ... he was disturbed. In 
his conversation with Tweedledee he was told 1) no 
coverage was given to the story in the Advertiser 
because the Springfield Newspapers had covered it; 2) 
that he, (the editor of the Advertiser) did not have any 
feelings on the matter one way or the other; 3) that 
because of his civil service job he wasn’t allowed to 
have any opinions on the housing development. 

The three excuses were not, according to the town 
resident, given all at once. They were given after some 
prodding of the Advertiser’s editor, by the homeowner. 

Well, we have to agree with the homeowner: 
Tweedledee, over at the Advertiser, was out of step. 
We’ll try to rebut his three insane answers: 1) a real 
honest-to-goodness editor of a community newspaper 
doesn’t give a damn what a daily newspaper does or 
doesn’t cover in the community; 2) a real, honest-to- 
goodness editor does have some feeling, one way or the 
other, about any newsworthy event in his community; 
if not, he should report the news anyway 3) 
Tweedledee’s full-time job as a field man for the state 
Department of Elder Affairs should not conflict with 
his role as an editor. 

If, and that’s a big word here, his state employment 
does conflict with his editor duties, he should quit his 
job with the state or quit trying to be an editor. 

The other solution, of course, would be to have 
Tweedledum, his pipeline into town affairs, write on 
conflicting subjects. 

But, Tweedledum probably couldn’t handle that 
either.

Mews in The Third

The State Administration 
Committee of the 
Massachusetts legislature 
has reported favorably a 
comprehensive open 
meetings bill based sub¬ 
stantially on a proposal filed 
earlier by Common Cause- 
Massachusetts. 

The committee bill, which 
would affect governmental 
bodies at the state, county 
and municipal levels, 
clarifies the circumstances 
and conditions under which 
executive sessions may be 
held. Specific reasons for 
closing meetings to the 
public are spelled out in the 
bill. 

While Common Cause had 
sought penalties for willful 
violation of the law, a 
provision not included in the 
committee’s bill, CC-M 
legislative director Carolyn 
Stewart said the new bill 
“will definitely strengthen 
existing law through more 
carefully drawn language 
and definition.” 

The result is a tight, well- 
drafted, enforceable piece of 
legislation that will make 
certain that the public’s 
business is conducted 
openly'. 


No executive session shall 
be held until the following 
conditions have been met; 
(a) the govermental body 
has first convened in an ooen 
session for which notice has 
been given, (b) a majority of 
the members of the 
governmental body have 
voted to go into executive 
session and the vote of each 
member is recorded on a roll 
call and entered into the 
minutes, (c) the presiding 
officer has cited the purpose 
or purposes under this 
chapter for an executive 
session, and (d) the 
presiding officer shall state 
before the executive session 
whether or not the govern¬ 
mental body will recovene 
after the executive session. 
Nothing except the 
limitations contained in this 
act shall be construed to 
prevent the governmental 
body from holding an 
executive session after an 
open meeting has been 
convened, after the section 
authorizing an executive 
session has been identified 
and after a recorded vote 
has been taken to hold an 
executive session, provided 
that executive sessions may 


be held only for one or more 
of the following purposes. 

1. To discuss the 
reputation and character, 
physical condition or mental 
health as opposed to the 
professional competence of a 
single individual. But a 
governmental body shall 
hold an open meeting if the 
individual who is involved 
requests the meeting to be 
open. ' 

2. To consider the 
discipline, dismissal or to 
hear complaints or charges 
brought against a public 
officer, employee, staff 
member, or individual 
agent, but a governmental 
body shall hold an open 
meeting if the indivual who 
is involved requests the 
meeting to be open. 

3. To discuss strategy with 
respect to collective 
bargaining or litigation, 
when an open meeting might 
have a detrimental effect on 
the bargaining or litigating 
position of the public body, 
and to conduct collective 
bargaining sessions. 

4. To . discuss the 
deployment of security 
personnel or devices. 

5. To consider matters 


involving allegations of 
criminal misconduct. 

6. To consider the pur¬ 
chase, exchange, lease or 
value of real property, when 
such discussions would have 
a detrimental effect on the 
negotiating position of the 
govermental body and a 
third person, firm or 
coporation. 

7. To comply with the 
provisions of any general or 
special law or federal grant- 
in-aid requirements. 

This act shall not apply to 
any chance meeting or social 
meeting at which matters 
relating to official business 
are discussed so long as no 
final agreement is reached. 
No chance meeting or social 
meeting shall be used in 
circumvention of the spirit 
or requirements of this act to 
discuss or act upon a matter 
over which the govern¬ 
mental body has super 
vision, control, jurisdiction 
or advisory power. This act 
shall not prohibit the 
removal of any person or 
persons who willfully disrupt 
a meeting to the extent that 
orderly conduct of the 
meeting is seriously com¬ 
promised. 


Conservation Commission Urges Homeowners To Help 
Destroy Gypsy Moth 


The Agawam Con¬ 
servation Commission urges 
homeowners and civic or 
youth groups to help destroy 
the gypsy moth egg clusters 
during the month of April. If 
. each homeowner would 
spend some time this month 
checking his property for 
gypsy moth clusters it would 
help reduce the numbers of 
gypsy moth caterpillars 
immensely, since one egg 
cluster can contain from 300 
to 500 moths. 

The clusters can be 
painted with creosote or 
scraped off with a knife, 
dropped in kerosene and 
burned or buried. Con¬ 


servationists feel these 
methods are much more 
effective than spraying with 
Sevin. Chemical sprays are 
highly toxic to bees and also 
destroy insects which are 
enemies of the gypsy moth. 
Research also suggests that 
Sevin could be hazardous to 
human health and birds as 
well. 

The clusters, which look 
like finely grated cheese are 
found on tree trunks, and 
limbs, around tree bases, 
under bark, around stone 
walls or fences, inside bird 
houses, or mailboxes and 
around house trim or on 
campers. They are easy to 


spot and perhaps your 
children or Scout Troop 
could help out. 

Until now, Agawam has 
been fortunate and has not 
suffered as much tree 
destruction by these insects 
as some neighboring com-

Women’s Club Annual Banquet 
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Sue Moriarty Reports On High School Symposium

Paperbacks exploded, 
revealing a new trend in 
reading, at a symposium 
entitled “Paperbacks: A 
Time to Look Again,” which 
took place at the Agawam 
Junior High, Tuesday, April 
8 . 

Co-sponsored by the 
Agawam public school 
system and,Samuel Black 
Company the day-long 
conference included 
speakers, who explained 
various uses of paperback 
books, workshops, and. a 
luncheon provided by 
Samuel Black Company. 

Dr. Robert M. Gardner, 
Agawam superintendent of 
schools delivered the 
welcome address to over 100 
educators, librarians, and 
reading specialists attending 
the conference. 

Dr. Gardner gave a brief 
history of Agawam, its 
landmarks and people. 
Concluding, he hoped 
students would “love to read 
as well as learn to read.” 

The keynote address 
entitled “Getting High on 
Paperbacks” was delivered 
by Gilbert Lamarre, 
president of the 
Massachusetts Reading 
Association. 

Mr. Lamarre enthusiastic¬ 
ally told his audience that 
being educators they are 
“reader leaders” who must 
guide their students. He 
explained that today there is 
an abundance of paperback 
books and educators should 
advocate availability. 

“Paperbacks are the 
lifeline of a library. Student 
interest is a major factor in 
choosing paperback books,” 
he added. 


Dominic Salvatore, 
education consultant for 
paperback publishers and 
author of The Paperback 
Goes to School, gave the 
industry perspective of 
paperback supply and 
demand. 

Tracing the history of the 
paperback book, Mr. 
Salvatore felt it had taken a 
long time for the industry to 
live down the “dirty book” 
image, but now the reading 
habits of Americans have 
been upgraded via paper¬ 
back books. 

“Paperbacks allow you 
flexibility in the classroom 
and can be tailored to the 
needs of students,” he ad¬ 
vised. 

Max Bogart, assistant 
commissioner of education 
for Massachusetts, related 
the numerous reasons for the 
decline of reading scores in 
schools. He explained that 
the New Jersey school 
system dealt with the 
problem through paperback 
books. 

Marilyn Abel, education 
director for Signet and 
Mentor Books explained the 
many ways schools 
throughout the country are 
using paperback books to 
stimulate reading and asked 
for suggestions from the 
audience. 

Richard Peck, author of 
Sounds and Silences, Mind- 
scapes and Leap into 
Reality,' felt that in this 
visually sophisticated world 
“television is a staple.” 
Many of the more thoughtful 
young people were turning 
from television to books. 

“Sometimes I think I’m 
writing for the outcasts 
because they have time to 
read.” 


So he produced books for 
young people still in the 
classroom organized on the 
themes of their lives.

Charles Reasoner, 
professor of children’s 
literature, at New York 
University and education 
consultant to Dell Publishers 
and Laurel-Leaf, Yearling 
Books, ended the program 
on a light hearted note by 
telling of the joy he found in 
teaching children to read. 

“Do you believe in 
reading?” Mr. Reasoner 


asked his audience since he 
felt teachers suffer from

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Postmaster Robert R. DeForge Says 
# ZIP Code Has Come A Long Way.. 


ZIP Code has come a long 
way since its adoption more 
than a decade ago. Post¬ 
master Robert R. DeForge 
said today in reporting that 
ZIP Code was used on more 
than 83 billion pieces of mail 
in fiscal 1974. 

DeForge said the ZIP Code 
was carried on more than 91 
per cent of the total national 
volume of 90.5 billion moved 
during the year. ZIP Code 
was launched by the postal 
system in July, 1963. 

On first-class mail, where 
its use is voluntary, 45 billion 
letters carried the ZIP Code 
— 90 per cent of total first- 
class mail volume, DeForge 
said. 


There are many 
correspondents, however, 
who still don’t realize how 
important the five numbers 
are to the prompt and 
economical sorting of their 
mail, the postmaster said. 

Last year 5 billion first- 
class letters weren’t ZIP¬ 
PED, DeForge said, and 
failure to code these letters 
is estimated to have delayed 
delivery by one day for at 
least 50 per cent of them. 

In addition to slower 
service, it costs the Postal 
Service more to handle a 
non-Zipped letter. DeForge 
said the estimated added 
cost in 1974 amounted to $50 
million. 


He explained that letters 
without ZIP Codes require 
handling by clerks who have 
memorized the locations of 
almost every street in a city 
or know from memory that a 
letter is dispatched through 
a certain city to reach a 
given destination. 


Today billions of letters 
are sorted one or more times 
on letter sorting machines. 
Clerks have less than one 
second to read an address on 
the machines. Zip Codes 
make this possible. If there 
is no ZIP Code, clerks hit a 
key on the sorting console 
which sends the letter to a 


bin for non-ZIP Coded let¬ 
ters. 

More than an hour can be 
lost before the letter is “back 
on track’’ again and ready 
for transport by plane or 
truck to another city. In the 
critical evening hours this 
often means the letter 
misses the last tran¬ 
sportation for the day. When 
the non-ZIP Coded letter 
arrivees in the destination 
state or city more time can 
be lost. 

To get ZIP Code in¬ 
formation, customers can 
use the new ZIP Code 
directories available at any 


post office. Or ; they can 
phone the local post office 
for this information on 786- 
1001 . 

The 160-page National ZIP 
Code Directory can be 
purchased through the Supt. 
of Documents, Government 
Printing Office, Washington, 
d.c. 20402 at $15.65 per copy. 


Customers having earlier 
editions of the New ZIP Code 
Directory can exchange 
them for new directories at 
no charge through their local 
post offices.

Providence Hospital Completes Modernization 


Providence Hospital in 
Holyoke has completed the 
modernization of its special 
care facilities, with the 
dedication and blessing of a 
new six-bed coronary care 
unit on the fifth floor by 
Bishop Christopher J. 
Weldon. 

Administrator Owen F. 
Connolly said the new unit 
“offers the ultimate in 
human skills and equipment 
for the treatment of cardiac 
patients.” The first phase of 
the special care moder¬ 
nization program, he noted, 
took place last summer with 
the opening of the new in¬ 
tensive care unit on the 
fourth floor. 

The new coronary care 
unit occupies 1600 square 
feet of space. Each of the six 
beds is surrounded by glass 
w'alls which may be rolled 
back. The unit contains the 
latest advances in heart 
monitoring equipment, with 
central monitors at the 
nursing station enabling 
nursing personnel to con¬ 
stantly observe the heart 
action of patients on the 
monitors. 

All lights are controlled 
from the nursing station. A 
track above each bed 
eliminates the need for poles 
to hold intravenous 
medications. 

A special care unit in¬ 
novation will be the 
availability of small 
television units on ex¬ 
tensions, so that they may be 
positioned before the patient 
and operated at a low 
volume of sound. They will 
utilize low voltage direct 
current as an additional 
safety factor. 

The coronary care unit on 
the fifth floor and the in¬ 
tensive care unit on the 
fourth floor also are con¬ 
nected by an alarm system 
in the event emergency 
interchange of nursing 
personnel is required. 


A significant economic 
factor, Mr. Connolly said, 
was the completion of the 
two special care units by the 
hospital’s maintenance 
department. “This enabled 
us to do the work on the two 
units at a cost of ap¬ 
proximately $25 per square 
foot,” he said, “while to have 
had the work done by an 
outside organization would 
have been close to $75 per 
square foot. We estimate a 
saving of $82,000 in the 
construction of the two units 
by our own men.” 

The Providence ad¬ 
ministrator said that when 


the special care unit concept 
was first developed, the mix 
of patients included 
critically ill medical or post¬ 
operative patients, and heart 
patients. “All who required 
intensive care for whatever 
their condition were 
together.” 

“In recent years,” he said, 
“it has been determined that 
cardiac patients respond 
best to an environment of 
quiet and repose, without the 


upsetting observation of 
other patients who may be 
suffering pain or discomfort. 
We have followed that 
concept with the in¬ 
troduction of the coronary 
care unit in the best interests 
of our patients.” 

Sister Ellen McNamara, 
S.P., Providence’s nursing 
service director, said the 
unit will be staffed by 
registered nurses trained in 
critical care and car¬ 


diopulmonary resuscitation, 
and skilled in the use of such 
specialized cardiac equip¬ 
ment as respirators, car- 
dioscopes, intermittent 
positive pressure breathing 
apparatus, elec¬ 
trocardiogram machines, 
defibrillators, which act to 
restore normal heart rhy¬ 
thm, pacemakers, venous 
pressure apparatus, and 
automatic tourniquet 
rotators.
